Co., 
distributing 
sompany in the Detroit area, used 
52,122,000 (rn) gamins of oil. 
He testified at a power commis­ 
sion hearing on the 
capacity 
of, 
and the demands 
on. 
the 
P an ­ 
handle Eastern 
Pipeline 
Co. 
It 
pipes natural gas to Michigan and 
other mid-western states. 
Leonard 
reviewed 
the 
“eco­ 
nomic crisis” in Detroit last w in­ 
ter because of a gas shortage. He 
said 150,000 
(T) 
persons 
were 
thrown out of work at a cost 
of 
$100,000,000 (rn) in wages, profit 
and production. 
He was the first of several w it­ 
nesses who are to called up by the 
Michigan public service 
commis­ 
sion to point up the state’s 
fuel 
needs and to show that an indus­ 
trial paralysis in 
Detroit 
would 
have nationwide effects. 
Leonard testified that last win­ 
ter Michigan 
was 
two 
million 
barrels short of its oil needs. He 
said the situation is likely to be 
even worse next w inter if Michi­ 
gan Consolidated is compelled to 
rely on oil to supplement its n a ­ 
tural gas supply. 
Henry Montgomery, counsel for 
Michigan Consolidated, told a re­ 
porter that the distributing 
com­ 
pany does not intend to m anufac­ 
ture any gas in the coming winter. 
He said the company expects its 
Austin field storage program, due 
to start May 15, to take 
care 
of 
Detroit’s 
needs. 
The 
company 
plans to store 
billions 
of 
cubic 
feet of gas in the Austin field d u r­ 
ing the summer to be draw n off to 
rnfcet peak w inter demands. 
Montgomery was assuming the 
company will be allowed to draw

ling- 
and 
young Canada 
gee.-e 
N orthern pike of large size have 
been know n to take young w a­ 
terfow l — even 
squirrels 
and 
young m u sk rats for food. 
In past years thousands of local 
anglers and 
fisherfolk of 
both 
sexes 
from 
m any 
states 
h ave 
fished the refuge ^waters d u rin g 
the lim ited season afforded u n ­ 
der w aterfow l m anagem ent poli­ 
cies. 
Fishing zones are changed 
or rotated from year to y ear so 
that the fish are restricted from 
becom ing too large or too n u m e r­ 
ous in any one area. 
Even so,

Track rules call for measurements one foot 
outside of the curb as that is the approximate position of the “pole” 
runner. That accounts for the 30-foot excess in the mile, but the dif­ 
ference in the 440 has been a puzzle.

Track Coach Ken Radiek and Athletic Director F. J. McCor­ 
mick at Menominee couldn’t figure out why the Maroons were 
running the quarter from 61 to 65. and yet when crack 440 men 
from other schools cann* to Menominee, their times were ap­ 
proximately the same.
